tra te d .” T he United States, of course, 
considers that its im migration policy 
is 
one 
that

S tates and no one else; it is a m a tte r 
of purely domestic concern, and 
it 
would no m ore allow the league of 
natio n s to arb itra te a dispute arising 
u nder this internal law than it would 
allow the league to mix in any other 
m a t t e r of dom estic policy. 
W ith an eye to m eeting this atti­ 
tude on the part of th e United States, 
the protocol draw n up by the league 
powers provided that when one of the 
parties to a dispute raised the con­ 
tention of ‘‘dom estic policy” it was 
th e league’s duty to keep hands off. 
Once Ja p a n had signed this it would 
h av e effectually barred her from ever 
tak in g her American grievance to the 
league. 
And that, in the opinion of 
American officials, is the real cause 
o f h e r action.

able, the safety of helium makes it 
the more desirable." 
Helium was first discovered in the

States In 
natural gases in 
1907. 
The bureau of mines started 
helium jsvork in 1917 as a war proposi­ 
tion. 


Tests Emotions by Use 
of a Collapsible Chair 
Chicago.—Dr. W. E. Blatz of the 
psychology department of the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago hns invented an Instru­ 
ment to test all the emotions. 
It is a 
collapsible chair, operated by elec­ 
tricity. 
The subject Is invited to a 
seat in the chair and then, during an 
airy 
conversation, 
the 
professor 
touches a button on his desk and the 
subject drops sheer to the floor, land­ 
ing on the base of his spinal column 
The 
scientist 
quickly 
charts 
the 
emotions, fear, anger, humiliation. Ile 
often got this react tai): 
“ What tho 
------------- ?” “I’ll hi---------------1” Which 
is a new phenomena in tests. 
Electrodes, fastened to the subject's 
ann, are connected with an electro 
cardiograph in another room, which 
records In detail the effect on his heart­ 
beat and the change in his emotional 
state, both before, during and subse­ 
quent to the fall. 
In several cases such anger was ex­ 
hibited that Doctor Blatz was forced 
to flee from the room. 
Twenty-flve 
students have been operated on now 
and the question of trying the Instru­ 
ment on the co ed s Is under discus­ 
sion. 
While the doctor feels that 
much revealing data might lie collected 
from the girls he is afraid the emotion 
of Indignation would swamp his chart.

EMOVING the tonsils In children Is 
now a common operation. 
In ex­ 
treme cases, where the child has had 
repeated attacks of tonsilitig. where 
the tonsils are so large as to Interfere 
with breathing, or where the child Is 
plainly being- poisoned by absorption 
from the Infected glands, there Is no 
question as to the need and value of 
this treatm ent 
But how about the child with an oc­ 
casional “sore throat” and moderately 
enlarged tonsils who is not quite as 
strong and well nourished as a healthy 
child should be? 
WHI the removal of 
the tonsils benefit this child? 
An answer to this question, on a 
large scale, has recently been given 
by Dr. Albert D. Kaiser of Rochester, 
N. Y. In a recent Issue of the “Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical Associa­ 
tion,” he gives the results of a com­ 
parison of 1,200 children who had had 
their tonsils removed, with 1,200 who 
had not 
Three years ago a careful physical 
examination of all the school children 
In Rochester was made. A large num­ 
ber of children with diseased tonsils 
were found. 
The parents were usked 
In each case lf they wished their child’s 
tonsils removed. 
Over 5,000 children, 
with the consent of their parents, had 
their diseased tonsils token out. 
Doc­ 
tor Kaiser’s report covers the present 
condition of 1,200 of these children 
at compared with the same number 
who were not operated on. 
He finds that the children whose 
tonsils were removed have hed fewer 
sore throats and colds during the last 
three years than those who did not 
have them removed; that It has re­ 
duced the amount of diphtheria and 
heart disease; and that the growth 
and nutrition of the children operated 
on are much better than those who 
kept their tonsils. 
Doctor Kaiser’s report shows that 
removal of the tonsils prevents any 
further attacks of “ ore throat” due 
to inflammation of the tonsils. 
But It 
does more than this. 
It also reduces 
the danger of other throat infections. 
Most children who have frequent 
“sore throats” are below tile average 
In strength and resistance. 
The In­ 
fected tonsils are an added handicap. 
Removing them gives the child a bet­ 
ter chance to resist other children’s 
diseases.

Profits in Spinach 
Made by Fertilizing 


Sweet Soil Is Necessary to 
Secure Best Results. 


Fall spinach, when properly fertil­ 
ized, has proved Itself a profitable crop 
on many vegetable farms because It 
grows well on all but the very light 
und the very heavy soils, reports ll. V 
Huber, assistant In vegetable garden 
ing at the state experiment station in 
New Brunswick. 
For best results a sweet soil is n e c ­ 
essary. Unless the land has been limed 
recently, one ton of hydrated lime per 
acre will usually be required. Orgimb.’ 
m atter Is also essential. 
Hence, sol! 
that 
has been 
manured 
or 
cover 
cropped for several years Is desirable 
for spinach. An application of manure 
plowed under Just before planting will 
not, however, produce best results, for 
the crop Is a quick grower and re­ 
quires Its plant food In a quickly avail 
able form. 
One thousand to 1,600 
pounds 
of a 
high grade 
fertilised 
should be applied Just 
previous to 
planting. 
In addition, a top dressing 
of nitrate of soda at the rate of IV' 
pounds per acre when the plants arc 
two or three Inches tall Is often help 
ful In encouraging a rapid growth. 
The seed for the fall crop should 
be sown In 12-Inch rows. 
Bloomsdale 
or Savoy is the variety almost uni­ 
versally used at this season of the 
year. 
Where there Is danger of loss 
from yellows or mosaic the Virginia 
Truck Experiment Station Disease-Ro 
slstant Savoy should be planted.

Iowa Makes Big Strides 
in Clearing Animal T. B. 
Twenty-five counties in Iowa, depart­ 
ment records show, are engaged In tu­ 
berculosis eradication under the area 
plan, and more cattle are tested in 
that state monthly than In any other 
state. 
Moreover, Winnebago county, 
Iowa, which is the first county to com 
plete area work, Is now on the list of 
modified 
accredited 
counties. This 
designation means that bovine tuber 
culosis In the county has been re­ 
duced, by testing and the removal of 
the reactors, to less than one-half of 
I per cent. 
A number of packers are paying a 
premium of IO cents per hundred­ 
weight for hogs originating in modi­ 
fied accredited areas. 
The first car­ 
load of hogs in Iowa to receive the 
10-cent premium originated in Winne­ 
bago county and topped the market 
In Chicago Monday. July 28. as well 
as 
receiving 
the 
premium, 
which 
amounted to $17.07 for the shipment. 
In paving the premium for the hogs 
the president of the packing company 
which purchased them stated, “I want 
to pay the premium on some more of 
them. 
They are worth more.”

Proper Time to Harvest 
Sweet Clover Seed Crop 
The hest time for harvesting a sweet 
clover seed crop Is when three-fourths 
of the seed pods have turned dark. 
It should he cut in the morning when 
It is rather tough, in order to mini­ 
mize shattering of the seed. 
It is ad­ 
visable also to haul It on tight-bot­ 
tomed racks on account of the shatter­ 
ing. 
No machine has yet been 
devel­ 
oped that will give absolute satisfac­ 
tion In harvesting sweet clover, hut the 
grain hinder will probably do better 
work than other machines. 
If much 
of the clover Is to he handled, it will 
pay to equip the binder with pans to 
catch the shattered seed. 
Unless 
the 
sweet 
clover can 
he 
threshed within two weeks after cut­ 
ting, stacking is advisable. 
The best 
plan Is to thresh as soon os possible 
with the minimum amount of handling. 
owing to the tendency of the seed to 
shatter. 
A clover huller of a sepa­ 
rator, with 
some adjustments, 
will 
thresh the crop.
